FRESNES, ADVANCE

Paris, in Conceding Reverses 
on West Bank of Meuse, 
Declares Germans Suffered 
Heavy Losses. 


Intense Artillery Preparation 
Enables Germans to Move 
Along Railroad Near _e 
neville.

BERLIN, via London, March 7.—The 


-War Office announced today that the 
village of Frernes, in the Woevre, about 
11 miles southeast of Verdun, was cap- 


tured this morning by the Germans. 

The official statement says: 

‘Western front: Small British detach- 
ments, which penetrated yesterday our 
trench northeast of Vermelles, were 
driven out with bayonets after strons 
artillery preparations. 

‘In the Champagne our position. east 
of Maisons de Champagne, which the 
French occupied on Feb. 11, was recap- 
tured in a surprise attack. Two officers 
and 150 men were taken prisoners. 

“Following up the effect of important 
mining operations in the Argonne we 
pushed our positions northeast of La 
Chalade, a little forward. | 

“In the Meuse district the artillery 
fire on the western bank of the river 
again became more lively. East of the 
river it was maintained at medium vio- 
‘lence. Apart from engagements of re- 
connoltering parties, no hand-tce-hand 
fighting with the enemy occurred. 

“In the Woevre uistrict the village of 
I’>*snes was captured by storm early 
this morning. The French are still hold- 


ing thebeptntnfew houses on the 
western boundary of the village. They 
lost more than 3800 prisoners. 

“One of our airships last night bom- 
barded heavily railway establishments 


at Bar-le-Duc.”’ 


FRENCH ADMI1 
LOSSES ON WEST 
BANK OF MEUSE 


Germans Have Taken Forges 
and a Hill Southwest of 

e,. ¢ 

PARIS, March 7.—Further progress 

for the Germans in their heavy attacks 


west of the Meuse was admitted by the 
announcement of the War Office this 
afternoon, which conceded the loss of 
hill 265, southwest of Regnevilie, a mile 
and a half southeast of Forges, nine 
miles northwest of Verdun, the capture 
of which by the Germans was admitted 
last night by the War Office. The of- 
ficial statement of today says: 

“Our artillery has continued its bom- 
bardment of the lines of communication 

of the enemy to the west of the River 
Meuse. 


“Favored by an intense bombardment, 
German troops have been able to ad- 
vance along the railroad lines in the 
neighborhood of Regneville. At the same 
moment the Germans delivered a very 
violent attack against Hill No. 25. An 
entire division took part in this maneu- 
ver. They were successful in taking pos- 
session of this hill in spite of the heavy 
losses inflicted upon them by the fire 
of our artillery and our machine guna. 

“We are in possession of the village of 
Bethincourt and the groves to the east 
of the Wood des Corbeaux and the Wood 
de Cumieres, and the heights of Cote de 
Ole. 

“Artillery fighting continued actively 
last night “to the east of the Meuse in 
the vicinity of Bras and Hardaurmont 
as well as in the Woevre; in the sector 
of Fresnes and in the villages located 
in the foothills.’’ 

The prevailing view among observers 
in Paris as to the new turn in the great 
battle is that the Crown Prince has 
transferred his main effort to the west- 
ern bank of the Meuse.

Owner of P. B. Mathiason Mfg. 
Co., Asks Court to Cancel 
Notes for $40,000. 


HAS $200,000 COLLATERAL 


Bank of Commerce Has Adver- 
tised It for Sale 
Today. 


Gertrude Mathiason, owner of 
the P. B. Mathiason Mfg. Co., of 5310 
North Second street, in an equity suit 
against the National Bank of Coinmerce 
today, asks the court to cancel the 
vompany’s notes for $40,000 and to re- 
Store to her collateral valued at $200,00.', 
which the bank holds and has adver- 


tised for sale today, on the ground 
that the bank has charged a usurious 
rate of interest on the loan. 

The notes to the bank were executed 
by the late Peter B. Mathiason, presi- 
dent of the manufacturing company, 
who willed the plant to his daughter 
before his death in December. The sev- 
eral notes aggregating $40,000 all bear 
the maximum legal rate of interest, 8 
per cent, but it is charged in the pe- 
tition that the bank has charged $592.43 
in excess of the 8 per cent interest, in 
violation of the laws of the State. 

Immediately after the death of Math- 
jason the bank began pressing Miss 
Mathiason for payment of the notes 
according to the petition. She en- 
deavored to get her business affairs 
straightened out so that she could meet 


Miss 


her obligations, but the bank proceeded 


to advertise for sale the collateral, 
which consists of $60,000 of the 6 per 
cent gold bonds of the company, se- 
cured by a first mortgage on the plart 
valued at $200,000, and $98,000 of the 
stock of the company. 

Miss Mathiason is relying upon. Sec- 
tion 7184, Chapter 62, of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, as a legal basis fur 
demanding the cancellation of the notes, 
the collateral agreement, and the -re- 
storation tv her of the collateral held 
by the bank. This section of.the law 
provides that any interest charge, in 
excess of the legal rate, shall invalidate 
the loan. 

The suit was filed for Miss Mathiason 
in the name of the manufacturing com- 
pany by her attorneys J. D. and Loomis 
C. Johnson. The plant is now shit 
down as the compeny’s credit has been 
affected to such an extent that Miss 
Mathiason cannot obtain money tc 
operate it. She has been in charge of 
the pliant, which manufactures fertil- 
izxers, gige and similar products, sincs 
her father’s death.

Prince Boris of Bulgaria was born at 
Sofia on Jan. 18, 1894, and exercises a 
high command in the Bulgarian army. 
The head of the Hapsburg family is the 
Emperor Joseph. King Ferdinand, ac- 
cording to latest reports, is {n Vienna, 
where he arrived Feb. 29, on the second 
visit which he has made ‘ke capital 
within a month. 


GASOLINE UP ANOTHER CENT 


Independents Advance Price at All 
St. Louis Filling Stations. 

The price of gasoline at the automo- 
hile filling stations in St. Louis was ad- 
vanced another cent a gallon by all the 
independent dealers in St. Louis today. 
The price now stands: Automobile gas- 

ine, No. 3, 198 cents; No. 2, 21 cents; 
Nd. 1, 22% cents. The Standard Oil Co. 
which sells but one grade of gasoline 
for automobile purposes, is making a 
price of 18 cents a gallon at the filling 
atations. 

H. Cc. Grenner, president of the Auto- 
mobile Gasoline Co., said that the 
Standard Oil Co. was paying 19 cents a 
gallon for gasoline f. o. b. in Okia- 
roma, and that the refiners were being 
offered 20 cents a gallon for export. He 
nredicted that the price of gasoline 
would be 25 to 30 cents a gallon in Scr. 
Louis by next summer. ,

HE text of the McLemore armed 
T ship resolution, following a 
long preamble, is as follows: 

‘‘Resolved, That the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Sixty-fourth Con- 
gress of the United States do, and it 
hereby solemnly does, request the 
President to warn all American citi- 
zens, within the borders of the 
United States or its possessions or 
elsewhere, to refrain from traveling 
on any and all ships of any and all 
of the Powers now or in future at 
war, which ship or ships shall mount 
guns, whether such ship .be frankly 
avowed a part of the naval forces of 
the Power whose flag it flies, or 
be called a merchant ship or other- 
wise, and whether such gun or guns 
or other armament be called ‘offen- 
sive’ or ‘defensive;’ and in case 
American citizens do travel on such 
armed belligerent ships that they do 
so at their own risk. 

“That whenever the President of 
the United States or ‘the Secrtary 
of State shall come into possession 
of the actual memorandum of the

Utterance of President Criticised. 

Representative Hopwood, Republican, 
of Pennsylvania, criticised the Prest- 
dent’s recent declaration that he had 
rather hear from the firesides vf the 
country than from the Congressiven in 
their cloakrooms. 

“About 485 of us here represent fire- 
sides,” he said. ‘The President cannot 
possibly know as many firesides as the 
most of us know." 

Representative Norton, Republican, of 
North Dakota, said he hoped the House 
would vote against the rule and put the 
resolution squarely before the House so 
that it could be amended. Representa- 
tive Platt, Republican, of New York, 
asked what ships Americans of the iso- 
lated countries would travel on if they 
were warned off armed merchantmen. 
He pointed out that the United States 
had few ships and therefore it was al- 
most necessary for such persons to 
travel on belligerent vessels. 

In an address that closed the debate, 
Mann again attacked the procedure un- 
der which administration leaders pro- 
pose to reach consideration of the reso- 
lution. He told how the resolution had 
been tabled by the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee’s action, then restored to a place 
on the calendar, now to be tabled again 
by a vote of the House, if the rule 
ehould be carried.

SENATOR DECLARES 


Sutherland, Republican, Takes 
Position Behind President in 
Policy Toward Germany. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Discussing 
the armed ship issue in the Senate to- 
day, Senator Sutherland of Utah, a Re- 
publican member of the Foreign Relz- 
tions Committee, stood squarely behind 
the President in his policy in dealing 
with Germany in the submarine nego- 
tiations. 

“I do not want war at any time,” said 
Sutherland, ‘“‘and I pray God that it 
may not come now, but I would rather 
have war with all its sacrifices and 
suffering than that this nation, with 
its long history of heroism and glory, 
should play the poltroon when con- 
fronted by a supreme national duty, be- 
cause it places a greater value upon its 
ease than upon its honor.” 

“I desire peace,’ the Senator con- 
tinues, “but a nation, when all other 
means fail, that will not resent a fla- 
grant and illegal attack upon the lives 
of its own citizens is only less detesta- 
ble than a man who will not fight for 
his wife and children. And, believing 
#8 I do about that, if the life of an 
American citizen is again taken by the 
illegal and deliberate sinking, without 
warning, of a merchant ship, unarmed 
er armed only for defense, I believe that 
this Government should hold the offend- 
ing nation to a stern reckoning. I shal] 
never give my consent to the issuance 
of a formal and official notice, such as 
has been proposed, which, if not heeded. 
would, without minimizing our duty in 
the least, have the effect of embar- 
rassing and weakening our moral stand- 
ing if we should once more he under 
the sad necessity of seeking reparation 
fur the destruction of the nves of our 
people:’’ 

Legal Status of Armed Ships. 

Senator Sutherland discussed the le- 
gal status of armed merchant ships un- 
der international law, and the relation 
thereto of the newly developed subma- 
rine. 

“The proposition. now insisted. upon, 
baldly stated,” he declared, ‘‘is simply 
this, that when a new engine of de- 
Struction is invented that cannot be 
made entircly effective without violat- 
ing the law, the law is ipso facto auto- 
matically modified. Under these cir- 
cumstances my own view of the matter 
is that the new weapon must yield to 
the law and not that the Jaw must yield 
to the new weapon. 

‘If we concede that the rule no longer 
applies to snips armed for defense alone, 
we must be prepared té face a probable 
condition much more serious than that 
involved in the destruction of an armed 
vessel without warning. To concede the 
right of a submarine to sink a vessel so 
armed without giving opportunity for 
crew and passengers to escape in safet 
will be to invite the sinking of un- 
armed vessels without warning as well, 
since it is well nigh impossible for the 
officers of a submarine to determine in 
advance whether a given vessel is armed 
or not. 

“If, therefore, the commander of 4a 
submarine claims to act upon appear- 
ances, we shall never be able to deter- 
mine whether these appearances justi- 
fied his conclusion until after the vessel 
and crew and passengers have gone ¢t» 
the bottom of tine sea, and in some cases 
not even then. The result will be that 
unarmed vessels, while possessing im- 
munity in theory, will have none in fact. 

The Crucial Question. 

“The question next arises—and, in- 
deed, it is really the crucial question— 
shall our citizens be Officially advised 
to forbear from traveling on belliger- 
ent merchant vessels armed for defense 
only? or, indeed, shall we go further 
and forbid their doing so under penalty 
for disobedience? If I am correct in 
what I have already said, namely, that 
these merchant ships have the right to 
carry defensive armament, it follows 
that such a ship has the same status 
as though unarmed, and that the right 
of a neutral citizen to transport his 
goods or travel upon either fs the same 
and not a different right, and that, 
in fact, is the decision of our own 
Supreme Court in a great case decided 
many years ago and never since over- 
ruled or modified. 

“If therefore, a citizen take passage 
upon a ship so armed and lose his life 
by the sinking of the ship without 
warning, what must be the contention 
and claim of this Government? To my 
mind clearly this: That the citizen in 
the exercise of a clear right has been 
deprived of his life by the deliberately 
illegal act of the belligerent Govern- 
ment which sent the submarine on its 
mission of death. I can conceive of no 
ether position for this Government to 
assume, and unless it is willing to for. 
feit the respect of mankind by becom- 
ing a craven thing, it must be prepared 
to sustain that position at whatever 
cost or consequence.”’ 

Senator Sutherland also opposes anv 
change in the rule with respect to the 
sale of munitions of war or arming mer- 
ehant ships for defense, asserting that 
any such changes now would be in wun- 
nemtral act.

Witnesses say the man stepped from 
a Collinsville car, and instead of walk- 
ing through the turnstile, and out of the 
car inclosure, he started back east.

WHICH BROKE DUNAJEC LINE 
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GUNS AT | 


Associated Press Manon Visit to Attackers’ Po- 
sition Finds Continuous Parks of Artillery 
Arranged Behind Each Other. 


By Associated Press. 

METZ, March 6, via Berlin to London, 
March 7.—A ring of artillery such as 
was never before assembled in warfare 
‘es gripping Verdun from the north and 
the east. Every hollow, wood and thick- 
et within range ofthe fortress—and 
rnodern artillery is effective at unprece- 
dented ranges—conceals its quota of guns 
of all sizes, from the 3-inch field piece 
up to the biggest of Germany’s giant 
siege howitzers. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who was permitted to inspect the 
German positions around Verdun, has 
never during the present war seen s0 
great a ccllection of artillery. It far 
exceeds that with which a breach was 
hammered in the Russian lines at Gor- 
lice and the Dunajec River in Galacia, 
last May, and the siege gun parks con- 
centrated at Antwerp and Novogeorsg- 
jevsk were petty in comparison. The 
lng row’ of guns firing one benind an- 
other offer adequate explanation for the 
rapidity with which the strong French 
lines were bombarded. . 


One Battery Behind Another. 

In one position given over to artillery 
of middle caliber, hidden in an undula- 
tion paralleling one front of the forces, 
the correspondent found batteries ar 
ranged in a continuous line, with scarce: 
ly more than 100 yards between the guns. 
Behind these again in suitable places 
of shelter, were the big guns, up to the 
very biggest, and from,the crest of a 
hill could be seen far td the front fleld 
batteries whose guns had been pushed 
forward almost into the infantry line. 

The day was counted a quiet one, and 
the attendant officers explained that no 
particular offense was contemplated. 
Yet from the batteries near which the 
correspondent was standing he counted, 
watch in hand, two shots per gun per 
minute for a considerable period. How 
many hundred guns the Germans have 
assembled around Verdun cannot be told, 
but it is certain that the drum fire with 
which the earlier attacks were accom- 


series of assaults, can be likened, as the 
work of man, with Niagara and other 
stupendous phenomena of nature. 

A picturesque, and at the same time 
symptomaiic feature of the offensive 
against Verdun is the array of captive 
balloons, from which the work of the 
artillery in part is observed and direct- 
ed, since the balloons usually are only 
intermittently aloft. But the corre- 
spondent at times counted as many af 
14 visible at once from a single poini. 
A long row of gas bags floating like 
giant sausages outlines roughly the Ger- 
man tentacle around the fortress. Ger- 
man aeroplanes were also seen in large 
numbers. Only once did the French 
anti-airship guns seem to pay any at- 
tention to the ‘Jerman aerial scouts. 

Captive Balloons Busy. 

The French, too, had a number of 
ce ptive balloons aloft above the fortress, 
protected from attack within the 
charmed circles of girdle forts. 

The fortress town of Metz is a head- 
quarters from which to view the wattle 
of Verdun, the ground between the two 
fortresses being so narrow that two 
hours by automobile would bring one to 
almost any part of the battlefield. For 
a considerable distance beyond the fron- 
tier, towagr Jerdun, the countryside 
shows ni of war. The road. runs 
through untouched villages and towns, 
the fields showing evidences of high 
cultivation. Then comes miles on miles 
of desolate country secured with intri- 
cate trenches, 

Every village has been reduced to a 
stone pile of ruins by the long range 
guns of one side or another. 

The places mentioned in the recent 
official rM®orts, Douaumont, Beaumont, 
F'romesey and Etain, for example, ar 
rotably in ruins—looking as if they had 
been visited by an earthquake of great 
magnitude, Douaumont, the village 
from which the last of the Frenchmen 
were ejected barely 24 Mours earlier, 
seemed a particularly peaceful heap of 
stone. The French apparently were 
making no attempt to regain it. Not a 
shot was observed to fall in the town 
while the correspondent was in the vi- 
cinity, and almosto ag little attention 
was being devoted by the French to 
I'ort Douaumont, only a pillar of black 
)smoke now and then marking the burst- 
ing of occasional shells dropped by the 
French on the summit of the bald hill:

HOW THE FRENCH 
ARTILLERY FOUGHT 
BEFORE VERDUN 


Officer in Authorized Statement 
Tells of Heroic Acts of Men 
Manning Guns. 

PARIS, March 7.—An artillery of- 
ficer who took part in the battle of 
Verdun has been authorized to make 
the following statement on his ex- 
periences and observations: 

“After Feb. 21, when the Germans 
began the preparation for the attack 
with that fury which has already 
been described, we understood that a 
decisive struggle was about to be en- 
aged. Our group was then in posi- 
tion to the Southeast of Haumont 
wood. <A battery was divided up for 
flanking purposes on three positions, 
one to the east of the Haumont wood, 
one to the south and a_ third to 
the north of Samogneux. The two 
other batteries were to the south of 
Hill No. 312, which lies to the east 
of Hill 344. Were supported by a bat- 
tery of the six pieces of ninety milll- 
meter guns. 

“We replied at once to the German 
attack with a curtain of fire to pre- 
vent as far as possible the enemy in- 


fantry from opening a path into Our, 


lines. One of our sections even went 
forward into the Caures ravine and 
opened fire at 700 meters. But the 
Germans, despite enormous losses of 
men, commenced to overflow on all 
sides. They arrived at the Caures 
wood by the tops of the hills which 
run between the Haumont wood and 
the Caures wood and they progres- 
sively invaded these positions, The 
section, which was trying to retain 
them kept shortening its fire as they 
advanced, mowing down entire ranks. 

New waves replaced those of the Ger- 
mans who died and the section kept on 
firing, exhausting its ammunition. It 
was hard at work when groups of the 
enemy who had succeeded in penetra'’- 
ing got behind the guns. Although they 
had been turned, our artillerymen did 
not lose their presence of mind. Th¢y 
blew up their guns and retreated, car- 
rying off a sergeant who had een 
wounded. 

Rain of German Shells. 

‘‘A battery of 90-millimeter guns es- 
tablished at Haumont, although it ‘iad 
been reached by an infernal fire, val- 
iantly carried out all instructions giv- 
en to it. Shells of 30 millimeter caliber 
from the German heavy guns literally 
rained around this battery. In less than 
a minute 13 of them fell around our 
guns and the battery of 90’s, after hav- 
ing wiped out a large number of the 
enemy, was obliged to cease firing. «At 
this moment a sergeant-major of a Lat- 
tery of field artillery named Pierrard 
approached the commander of the gro'p 
of batteries and said: Commander, my 
battery of 58's no longer exists. Please 
employ me elsewhere.’ ‘Very well,’ re- 
plied the commander. ‘Put yourself at 
the disposal of the battery of 90's.’ 

“Pierrard collected the men who had 
been working with him and brought 
them to the battery of 90's and opened 
the fire again and with admirable vigor. 
He served the pieecs for #8 hours and 
kept constantly in communication with 
the commander, demanding ammunition 
for his duel, a veritably epic duel with 
the German guns. Unfortunately, it 
was impossible at last to send him sup- 
plies. ‘Use up what you have in the 
way of ammunition,” ordered the com- 
mander, ‘and then blow up your guns.’ 

“The enemy was approaching. Their 
first ranks came so near the guns that 
Pierrard and his companions had to de- 
fend themselves with their carbines, 
Then they began to fire again with the 
9's until the moment when their posi- 
tion became absolutely untenable and 
they blew up them guns and withdrew. 
Probably during this movement of fall- 
ing back Pierrard, brave among 4 mul- 
titude of brave men, was killed. He 
disappeared from that moment. He was 
not the only one to show magnificent 
devotion to his Country. 


Anether Inetanmce of Bravery. 

“Another instance of the cool bravery 
which animated our artillerymen was 
given by a battery which was under @ 
frightful bombardment. One %6-milli- 
meter German shell killed the Captain, 
the Sergeant-Major, a Sergeant and 
five gunners. You imagine that that 
iiterrupted the work of the others? Not 
for a moment. As if with one impulse 
they pulled off their coats to work 
better, and in their shirt sleeves they 
redoubled their efforts to intensify thei 
curtain fire, and to urge on their com- 
rades. 

“In the course of the day of eb. &

Would “Show Nativists.” 

Then followed an appeal for politi- 
cal organization, the important para- 
graphs following: 

“We must at once assume this duty 
and through better organization and 
closer union show the ‘natitivists’ what 
we can do. All mass meetings 
protest meetings are useless if we are 
not in a position to show our strength 
at the ballot box. Not the united Ger- 
man societies of New ‘York. not the 
German societies of the State of New 
York, nor the national-bund are ina 
position to reach a good result, unless 
we arouse the interests of every single 
citizen and obtain their earnest cO-op- 
eration. This means in the first place 
that every German-American fulfil] his 
duties on election day. We must not 
forget that, as true Americans, we have 
a duty to perform. 

“It is therefore strictly forbidden that 
the affiliated organizations allow the list 
of names and addresses of their mem.- 
bers to be used in any systematic agita- 
tion by politicians to use same in their 
election districts and for practical use 
on election day.”’ 

The “confidential circular’ which wes

‘sent ont insisted emphatically that ‘‘se- 


crecy is absolutely necessary for suc- 
cess.”’ It was suggested that ‘not more 
than 20 men should be ‘in the know,’ ” 
and that the money should be raised 
from ‘“‘the smallest number of contribu. 
tors.” 

Out of this circular appeal came the 
inside organization which Koelble is 
helping to handle in maintaining tne 
pro-German lobby at Washington which 
will exert all its power to prevent the 
tabling of the McLemore resolution, or, 
in default of that, try to befog the is- 
sue as Senaator Gore did in the Senate 
last Friday.

Jan. 10 Senator Gore introduced a 
joint resolution, No. 73, “Authorizing 
and directing the President to inter- 
dict the exportation of contraband of 
war to the signatory powers of the 
Declaration of London, when such 
powers shall be ascertained to. in- 
terfering with the neutral commerce 
of the United States tn articles de- 
signed as noncontraband of «ewar.”

Stephens Bills to Which Locke 


Refers. 

The Stephens bill, to which “Locke” 
referred in his memorandum to 
Koelble, were introduced in the 
House Jan 4, the same day before the 
Gore bills were introduced in the 
Senate and had a similar aim. Steph- 
ens represents the Third Nebraska 
District. 

The first of the Stephens measures, 
N-. 6828, was entiled “A bill prohib- 
iting the clearance or entry of United 
States of neutral ships at any port of 
the United States or its island pos- 
sessions when citizens of the United 
States are carried as passengers on 
ships whose cargo consists wholly or 
in part of contraband of war.” 

The second, No. 6829, was entitled, 
“A bill prohibiting the clearance or 
entry of ships of nations at war at 
any port of the United States or its 
island possessions, when such ships 
carry as pasengers United States 
citizens.” The effect of this bill 
would be to prohibit British, French 
or Italian ships sailing from Ameri- 
can ports from carrying American 
citizens as passengers. 

Jan. 2 a litle more than two 
weeks after Stephens had been inter- 
viewed by “Locke,” he introduced a 
third bill broadening his first bill. 
This is No. 10,240, and is entitled, “A 
bill prohibiting the clearance or en- 
try of United States or foreign ships 
at any port of the United States, 
when citizens of the United States 
are carried as passengers on ships 
whose cargo consists wholly or in 
part of contraband of war.”

“Lie Low,” Bartholdt’s Advice, 

The ‘‘Wisconsin idea’’ was discreetly 
referred to by Koelble in a letter to 
Richard Bartholdt of St. Louis who 
served 22 years in Congress as the rep- 
resentative from a district largely Ger- 
man. 

Bartholdt wanted information. He did 
not take Roosevelt's candidacy seriously 
and said the other Republican candi- 
dates mentioned were “all good Ameri- 
cans from our standpoint save possibly 
Koot.” His advice was to “‘lie’ low’ 
because ‘‘any noise on our part will but 
solidify Wilson’s support and strength- 
er him.’’ 

In this letter Bartholdt mentioned 
James R. Mann, the Republican leader 
of the House, as one of the “good 
friends.”’ 

Here is the Bartholdt letter, which 
was written in December, 1915, in En- 
glish: ‘Dear Mr. Koelble—Yours to 
hand. Although I attended the recent 
meeting of the Republican National 
Committee in Washington, I could get, 
even from intimate talks with the lead- 
ers, but little satisfaction. The fact is, 
they are at sea themselves. They gen- 
erally agree to my suggestion, however, 
that if the Republicans would attempt 
to play to the same galleries as the 
Democrats, they would be beaten, be- 
cause there the latter had the inside 
track. 

“Wilson’s assault on the German- 
Americans was also generally con- 
demned, but whether they did it only 
because I talked to them, I cannot say. 
Of the candidates mentioned all are 
good Americans from our standpoint, 
save possibly Root. Teddy’s possible 
candidacy was not taken seriously and 
in my judgment nothing can make it 
so. On the whole, I am not pleased 
with the situation, and so far there has 
been little if any disposition to cater 
to the German vote. I believe it will 
be best for us to lie low and watch de- 
velopments. Any noise on our part will 
but solidify Wilson’s support and 
strengthen him. 

“In Congress we have a number of 
good friends. I mention Webb of North 
Carolina, Porter of Pennsylvania, Barch- 
feld of Pennsylvania, Rodenberg of 
Illinois, Britten of Illinois; Esch, Coop- 
er, Stafford and Cary of Wisconsin; 
Shackleford of Missourl. Dyer and 
Meeker of Missouri are just fair and

“His theory is that white men should 
not fight against each other. He has 
divided the earth into zones, and will 
show you that each zone has its own 
people. Each people, he argues should 
stick to its own zone, and he will tell 
yeu that if a white man goes to a brown 
man’s zone and begins to lead his life 
and eat his food, his stomach will 
change, his color will change, his idea 
will change. White men, he zays, may 
fight ogainst brown men, but they 
shouid not against each other. 

Then Talk Terms to Germany. 

‘He points out, tov, that economic in- 
jury comes when white men fight 
against white men. He points out that 
Germany is beginning to get from other 
lands, that Germany is beginning ito 
raise in other lands the things she used 
to get from us, now that she cannot 
trade us. Cotton from Mesopotamia is 
an example, and he has figures by the 
book about it. He's a high tariff man 
and believes in the protection of Ameri- 
can industgles. 

‘He is a pacificist, an ardent support- 
er of Bryan on the score of peace. I 
think that is where Mr. Gore has been 
getting his inspiration for his resolu- 
tion. It-sounds to me like Bryan. For 
all these reasons you can see Mr. Mar- 
salis is against the war and for any- 
thing that promises to end the war. 

“T have no doubt that he has been in 
Washington and that"he has beeh urg- 
ing the passage of these resolutions. 
When he hears that a man has taken a 
position in favor of something he’s in 
favor of he hunts him up and begins 
to talk to him. He’s quite a conversa- 
tionalist, as I say. I have no doubt 
that he had been in Washington. I 
didn’t know he was back in New York. 

“But Marsalis has not been represent- 
ing me or any organization with which 
I am connected. I did npt know that 
he was representing anybody but him- 
self. He’s what I call a ‘bug,’ and ie 
finds his -own reasons for fighting for 
or against a thing.

“The United German Societies have 
taken no stand on tne Gore and McLe- 
more resolutions. At our last meeting, 
in Maennerchor Hall, on Feb. 25, it was 
proposed that we indorse these resolii- 
tions, but I advised against it, and mv 
advice prevailed, so we took no stand 
on the matter. 

Advises Against “Mixing In.” 

“T told them that this was an Ameri- 
can proposition, and should be fought 
out so. I said there could be only one 
interpretation put upon the resolutions, 
and that was America’s. I said that as 
an organization there should be no mix- 
ing in by us, and that if we did it would 
be interpreted, and rightly so, as inter- 
ference by German-Americans in some- 
thing that was an American issue and 
nothing else. ; 

“i have had nothing to do with the 
American Truth Soctety for a long time. 
and I cannot say what part it may have 
been taking. But you may have no- 
ticed that the so-called pro-German or- 
ganizations have not been active lately. 

“IT have been saying that we ought 
not to be controversial. It’s all right 
to defend one’s self when one is 
tacked. but in such matters as these 
one ought not to ‘hunt trouble.” So we B 
have not been~taking as much part in 
things as we did. 

“A year azo the feeling that seemed 
to be cherished against Germany was 


dying down. The Belgian affair was 
being forgotten anu Americans were be- 
ginning <t understand the _ Belgian 
treachery. We, as a country, were be- 
ginning to understand that there was 
no quarrel between Germany and the 
United States and that all that was ar 
issue was the quarrel between. Germany 
and England. 

“Then the fools sank the Lusitania. E 
All the old feeling flamed up again, anid: 
somehow the President seemed hell ben: 

on seeing that no one ‘orgets the Lusi- 
tania. Every time feeling over it be- 
gins to die down he seems to stir it up 
again, and it really looks as if he 
were doing it to save himself from hav- 
ing to deal with Kngland as England E 
ought to be dealt with. 

Says He’s “American First.” 


“I'm for ereerece first. Then T hate 
England. Then I fdulge my sympathy 
for Germamy. Then I favor France: | 
grieve to think of her defeat in this 
war. If I could, I would wipe Enzland é 
out of existence. I don’t mean by war, 
for I don’t want war, but if there were 
some other way I'd blot her from the at 
face of civilization 

“That is one of the reasons why I'm 
for a big navy. I'd like to see the 
United States have the begest navy it 
the world, and if that question comes 
up in Congress you'll see me lobbying 
down there and doing everything I can. 
But in this I have done no lobbving. 
I have had no part in any, [I have sent 
no telegrams, | have not even spent a 
postage stamp. 

“As to the politics of the present 
emergency, it cannot be said that the 
German-Americans are opposed to Mr. 
Wilson. No organization with which I rt 
am connected has taken any action op- 
posing his|' renomination. One cannot 
say that Mr. Wilson, if he is renominat- 
ead, will not be the candidate of the Ger- 
man-Americans. 

“If Reot or Roosevelt should be the 
candidate agairsat Mr. Wilson, German- 
Americans tt. a man would be for Wii- 
son. There wouldn't be a question abour 
that. We don’t know vet what kind of 
a President he has been. I suppose he 
has been a better President than Roose- 
velt could have been at a time like this 
We don't know at what time Mr. Wil- 
s0n may do something that will show 
him to be the best President we have 
ever had.”’ 

Henry Weissmann, who sent out the 
circular, “Pro Bono FPublico,’’ is a 
Brooklyn lawyer. He made himself most 
widely known by the attack he made 
on President Wilson July 26 last at the 4 
close of the State convention of the 
German-American Alliance, held at 
Utica.

A jury in Circuit Judge Koerner’s 
Court yesterday returned a verdict for 
$42.37 in favor of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. against Dr. R. H. 
Flader of 3457 Shenandoah avenue on a 
Dr. Flader denied 
that he owed the Dill. 3 

Evidence was introduced by the com- 
pany showing that in January, 1914, 
it installed a meter on a pole in an 
alley outside of Dr. Flader’s home for 
the purpose of keeping a check on the 
meter in the Flader home, a nine-room 
residence. 

In June, 1915, Dr. Flader was notified 
that there was a difference in the 
monthly readings of the pole meter and 
the residence meter, the latter showing 
the consumption of less electricity. A 
test was then made of both meters, and 
they were found to be perfect, it was 
testified. 

The meter still remains on the pole, 
and, according to the company, there 
has been no difference in the registra- 
tion as shown by the two meters since

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RUSSIAN BALLET 
BEST DESURIBED BY 
WORD ‘GORGEOUS’ 


Performance of Dancers at 
Odeon Lives Up to Adver- 
tisements of Troupe. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 


O many hyperboles of advertise- 
S ment preceded the arrival of 


Serge de Diaghileff’s Ballet 
Russe Company, which began an en- 
gagement of four performances last 
night at the Odeon, that many in the 
packed and brilliant auditorium were 
frankly prepared for disappointment. 
But they discovered that for once lite 
tle more than the truth had been 
foretold; they beheld and Hheard a 
gorgeous ensemble of dancing, pat- 
tomime, music, scenery and costuming 
—with all these arts at the almost 
intolerable tension which modern 
nerves, speeded up by the railroad, 
telephone and automobile, demand for 
their excitement. 

It is true that no dancing of stellar 
magnitude, such as St. Louisans have 
witnessed on a few previous occa- 
sions, was presented. Mme. Lydia 
Lopokova, premiere ballerina, re- 
vealed flashes of felicitous technique 
and girlish charm; but she appeared 
to lack the aliriness of footing, the 
flame-like swiftness of motion, which 
make up the genius of Anna Pavlowa.

Lubow 
Tchernicheva, winner of a prize 
beauty contest in Moscow, was chiefly 
pleasing in a pictorial sense. 

Men Better Than Women. 

The dancing of the men principals 
was, on the whole, better than that 
of the women, but none of them need 
cause Mordkine to go into eclipse. 
Alexandre Gavrilow, a brilliant pupil 
of the great Nijinsky, performed the 
evening’s most difficultand attractive 
dancing in “Le Spectre de la Rose.” 
Adpiph Bolm is a youth of abounding 
vitality and energy; but last night 
he had little scope for the finesse of 
his art. Romantic and almost ef- 
feminate in appearance, graceful and 
light of foot, Leonide Massine offered 
dancing that was more or less simple, 
and that by no means exemplified 
the amazing virtuosity of the Russian 
school. 

But dancing is only one element, 
and perhaps not the most important, 
in the new art-form known as the 
Diaghileff Ballet, and it is by its 
sumptuous whole that it is to be 
judged. The concensus of opinion 
seemed to be that for magnificence of 
musie, richness of scenery and cos- 
tumes, eloquence of miming und poig- 
nant dramatic effect, it was an unpre- 
cedented production; and one that, 
despite long waits between ballets, 
which consumed almost half the 
evening, was well worth the $5 stand- 
ard of prices. 

A Fanfare of Colors. 

The curtain rose upon Leon Baskt’s 
masterpiece of scenic art, the set- 
ting for “Sheherazade.” The eye was 
beset by a fanfare of colors so clan- 
gorous as to seem to make the founda- 
tions of the Odeon vibrate. Emerald, 
indigo and geranium, the leopard’s 
spots and scales of the serpent, black, 
rose, vermillion and triumphant 
orange, were all shrieking to be 
heard, and shrieked in harmony. 
“Against a lugubrious green I placed 
a blue full of despair,” says the art- 
ist; and in the midst arose two golden 
columns that appeared to glow with 


their own fire, like molten metal. 


Im such a setting, the actors in the 
prelude to “The Arabian Nights,” ful- 
filled their tragedy to the accompani- 
ment of Rimsky-Korsakow’'s pierce- 
ingly delineative music. Mme. Re- 
valles, Princess of Samarcande, was 
a woman doomed to death from the 
first glance, so diseased was she with 
passion, so consumed to a pallid shell 
by the devouring lusts within her 
breast. A haughty lord of the harem 
was Serge Grigoriew, as Shariar, King 
of India and China; and the hatred 
and suspicion of the fixed stare of 
his brother—portrayed by M. Jazwin- 
ski—was a triumph of facial expres- 
riveness. 

The King and his brothe: depart on 
the hunting trip which is used as a 
ruse to trap his wives in their infi- 
delity. Their backs are no sooner 
turned before the women, in a bewilder- 
ing maze of dancing, surround the dod- 
dering and base old Chief Eunuch— 
played admirably by 76-years-old Enrico 
Ceccehetti—and plead with him to loose 
the slaves from their dungeons. He 
yields, the black doors swing open and 
forth leaps a swarm of negroes. In 
the European production these were jet 
black; last night, in deference to the 
American race problem, they were 
bleached to mulattoes. 

A Primitive Spectacle. 

Most brutal and savage of them was 
Le Negee, favorite slave of the Prin- 
cess, portrayed by Adolph Bolm. With 
one enormous bound he was in the arms 
of the Princess; then, in the ecstacy 
of freedom and passion, he raced about 
the stage in amazing leaps and dizzy 
whirls. One could see his jaws writh- 
ing in his animal transports; the spec- 
tacle was as primitive and ferocious 
as the jungle, 

Then, at the height of the orgy, ap- 
pear the ruthless figures of the King 
and his brother. Guards with naked 
scimitars dash in, and the revels are 
turned into a shambles. Soon only the 
Princess ig left alive. With swords 
hanging on all sides above her head and 
daggers pointing at her heart, she 
crawis to the King and kisses his hand. 
Even he is almost overcome by her si- 
lent pleading, but his inexorable brother 
points out the dead favorite on the floor. 
Then, at the King’s command, she stabs 
herself. 

A story of appalling decadence and 
vice, as told in words; but im the per- 
formance much of the sense of shock 
was numbed by the beauty of the set- 
ting in which it was enveloped. 
even at the height of its depravity, there 
was a certain redeeming delicacy. tor 
instance, when the negro slave caressed 


the Princess wigh pawing hands, his] 


| demeanor had a sort of awe and w on- 


der which relieved it of too much gross- 
nes¢ 

Like the change from night to day we 
the next ballet, ‘‘Le Spectre de la Rose,’ 
@ virginal romance of a maiden who 
falls asleep and fancies that her rose 
turns into the lover of her dreams One 

would not think the same artist designed 
the scenery for this and for *Shehera- 
zade,"’ for here Bakst's setting was as 
delicate as the action. A spacious bed- 
room, in the pale colors of innocence, 
and through the great windows a sight 
of rose bushes in scarlet bloom! Mnie 
Lopokova was charming as the maiden, 
although her dancing left something to 
be desired; and Gabrilow won the danc- 
ling honors of the evening as the lover 
in his rose-colored costume. The in- 
tense reality of the dream to the girl 
was figured in the vigorous rhythms cf 
Weber’s “‘Invitation to the Dance,” ro- 
bustly orchestrated by Berlioz. 


Another Great Scenie Effect. 
A setting rivaling that of “Sheher- 


azade” in barbaric splendor was re- 
vealed in the third ballet, “Le Prince 
Igor,” from Borodine’s opera of that 
name, which received its first per- 
formance in America this season at 
the Metropolitan. The scenery was 
designed by L. Roerich, a.pupll of 
Bakst; and its chief note was a blind- 
ing scarlet, befitting the | military 
camp of the Polovsti, a tribe of Turk- 
ish invaders of Russia in the eleventh 
century. 

Here took place a war dance of the 
utmost wildness, fierceness and en- 
ergy, with Adolph Bolm again as the 
wildest and most savage of the Tar- 
tar warriors. Nothing could surpass 
the primitive abandon and vigor of 
his leaps and bounds; it was a spec- 
tacle of unbridled savagery and bru- 
tal energy that brought a sting to 
the nerves. Equally stinging was the 
tremendous music of Borodine, heard 
for the first time, and played by the 
splendid orchestra’ led by the Swis7 
conductor, Ernest Ansermet. 

Another contrast was the final bal- 
let, *“Carnaval,”” a_i visualization of 
Robert Schumann's whimsical and 
poetic piano suite of the same name. 
The scenery—again by Bakst—was a 
subdued gray, with two stiff settees 
of the “’thirties placed against the 
wall. The costumes were the crino- 
lines, plush coats and stovepipe hats 
of Schumann’s time. The leading 
dancers and actors were Mme. Lopo- 
kova as Columbine, Mme. Tcherni- 
cheva as Chiarina, Mme. Wasilewska 
as FEstrella—the original of whom

THE ARMY BILLS IN CONGRESS. 

The essential features of the Senate bill for 
greater land forces are duplicated in the House 
bill with some differences in details. 

Bach provides for an enlarged regular army 
and for a national guard of better training and 
increased gth. Each institutes a “reserve,” 
a sort of light military zone between the reg- 


éc| ular army and the militia—a transfer station 


from the latter to the former by which the one 
may gain strength without incurring the consti- 
“i tutional limitations of the other. 

Did ex-Secretary Garrison quarrel with Con- 


'! gress over a name and the particular place in the 


program on which an emphasis was to be placed? 

Apparently he did. What he proposed, as a 
“continental army,” the bills at the two ends of 
the Capitol propose as a “reserve.” Mr. Garri- 
son’s “continental army” was to be recruited 
from among civilians as well as men of training 
and hence might have been made available in 
large force sooner than the congressional “re- 
serve,” which is to be composed of men who have 
already passed through the school of the national 
guard and the regular army. But the two plans 
are not dissimilar. The reserve of the Senate 
bill will even make’a place for civilian volun- 
teers, though this provision is subordinated. 

The many hundreds of thousands of men which 
both Senate and House bill are said to provide 
for national defense look formidable énough. 
But, of course, the expected army is an army on 
paper. The figures are only estimates. The 
important thing is the plan of organization. How 
many men would offer their services under Ven- 
ate, House or any other plan is as yet problem- 
atical. 

Unless there has been a change in the attitude 
on the importance of national defense—unless 
the nation has had a new birth in patriotism and 
preparedness—not merely the Senate and House 
plans but all other plans that might be laborious- 
ly elaborated will prove a failure because of the 
distaste’ of young men for military service and 
‘the indifference of such young men and their 
emrployers to the country’s needs. 
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That the House of Silence should have been 
made an American envoy speaks well for U. S. 
Talking is what brought on the Big War.

That the leaders of Mr. Wilson’s party will be 
pleased over a selection that designates an Ohio 
man as head of what perhaps may be the most 
important department under the Government dur- 
ing coming months of preparedness measures is 
a minor feature of the appointment and still one 
not to be ignored.

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COOL. HOUSE SPILLS THE BEANS. 

The latchstring to Col. House’s secret informa- 
tion and innermost thoughts hangs out to the pub- 
lic, justly entitling him to the sobriquet of Col. 
Open House. Returning from his mission as 
President Wilson's special envoy to Europe, the 
Colonel invites the American people into his con- 
fidence and unbosoms himself in the most enlight- 
ening way upon the war situation and our rela- 
tions, diplomatic and otherwise, with the warring 
Powers. To a representative of the press and 
people at Washington, Col. House spoke as fol- 
lows (we are authorized to quote him literally): 

“Good morning.” 

In response to the question wasn’t it a pleas- 
ant day? he answered, “Yes, very pleasant—so 
far.” 

At breakfast, being accompanied by the press, 
Col. House, in the presence of the aforesaid, re- 
sponded to a waiter’s direct question as to his 
boiled eggs: “I like "em medium.” Whether this 
meant that his liking was medium, that is, indif- 
ferent, or indicated the degree he preferred them, 
is a question open to conjecture. The statement 
that he likes ‘em medium does not preclude his 
liking them hard and soft also. However that is 
not absolutely vital. 

It is more to the point that presently when 
the representative of the press, wishing to set 
his watch, asked the Colonel what time it was, 
the Colonel, having pulled out his watch, hesi- 
tated and replied: “You tell me first.” 

It will be construed as highly significant that 
Col. House stated expressly that he “intended to 
see some personal friends in Washington before 
leaving for New York.” The plural “friends” in- 
cluded the President—but whom else? The Colo- 
nel is not so explicit as he might’ be About minor 
and unessential details.

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EMBARGO ON WOMEN LIFTED. 

The International Institute of Germany, with 
its center in Berlin and branches in many other 
large cities of the empire, has at last been com- 
pelled to open its doors and honors to women. 

That institute was founded a little over 60 
years ago specifically to equip hotels with a 
personnel that is competent in foreign tongues 
and manners. German hotels all drew their 
employes from this institute, which gives a four- 
year course to higher employes and a two or 
one year course to lower grades. 

In latter years sanitariums, and summer re- 
sorts, even boarding houses got their service 
people from there. 

The institute trained porters, janitors, waiters, 
desk clerks, stewards and even chamber men; 
besides hotel managers, boarding house man- 
agers, etc. A specialty has been stenographers 
and telephone operators. 

At the end of the course there is a strict ex- 
amination both as to knowledge and manners; 
and if that is “successfully passed a diploma is 
given, which opens a ready way to employment. 

Thus far the management steadily refused to 
admit any woman to the course or the examina- 
tions. 

With the beginning of the new year, though, 
this resolution has been radically altered; and 
now the great majority of pupils are women. 
Some women have even been admitted to the 
examinations without having passed through the 
course, and have been given diplomas. 

The Berliner Tageblatt which reports the cir- 
cumstance claims that the demand for women 
employes of all grades is so great that the insti- 
tution cannot fill all the demands made upon it. 

WILL THEY DEMONETIZE GOLD? 

Denver reports $407,000,000 gold in her mint, 
not to mention $60,000,000 in silver. This is 
only an item. The big total of gold in this coun- 
try is fairly staggering—and more coming. Most 
if not all. that Europe has threatens to pour into 
our coffers.

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WHEN DESERTERS SHOULD QUIT. 


German bankers have lent money to bellig- 
erents in the past without affecting the neutrality 
of their country. So have British and French 
and other bankers. They lent money to us dur- 
ing our unpleasantness on an unsentimental per 
cent basis that left neutrality unaffected. 

But when American bankers lend money to 
European belligerents to pay for foods and other 
commodities bought in this country, it “destroys 
even the semblance of neutrality in the United 
States.” That is, it does according to Congress- 
man R. N. Page of North Carolina, who is a 
brother of Ambassador Page and ought to know 
better. Because he is out of harmony with the 
President, Congressman Page has declined a re- 
nomination and will retire from Congress. But 
it is at présent that his attitude causes anxiety. 
A year from now the crisis may be over. 

Why doesn’t he retire now? Leader Kitchin, 
who is from Mr. Page’s State, may also decline 
a renomination, it is said. Why doesn’t he retire 
now?

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THE GERMAN PEOPLE AWAKENING. 

The fact that our people of all social strata 
have gone to the front and are doing yeo- 
man’s work for the fatherland, without look- 
ing to the right or the left, is not to be taken 
2s a proof that all is right with Germany. 

In summing up the work of the late meeting 
of the Reichstag, the Berliner Tageblatt, in the 
above quoted words, sounds a warning. 

The Socialists, of course, the paper states, 
would love to tear down the entire fabric and 
rebuild it according to their notions. But even 
the “lower strata of the population, that are 
not afflicted with socialistic ideas, are.in a state 
of ferment; and drift nearer and nearer towards 
the absolute individual voting power.” 

This condition is not an outgrowth of the war; 
it had “nearly ripened into overt action during the 
years of peace.” 

The war and its exigencies of enforced restric- 
tions of individual liberties, its distress and its 
sorrows, has for a time outroared the growing 
clamor at home. But the Reichstag session lent 
voice to the undertone; and it would be stupid to 
say with the old conservatives: “We are as al- 
ways, all right.” 

One of the occasions for the outbreak of that 
voice, says the writer, was the demand by the 
Government on the Reichstag to pass the new 
tax bill without knowing its content, and out of 
sheer confidence in the Government. Not only 
the socialistic members demanded to know for 
what they were asked to vote, but a surprising 
number of others echoed the demand for light. 
Even those who finally acquiesced were loud in 
the denunciation of covert methods; and the fact 
bespeaks the coming attitude of the German peo- 
ple with regard to government and Government

WHAT ‘AMATEUR’ 1 


Until That Is Settled, the St. 
Louis Municipal Organization 
Will Not Join. 


Rodowe Abeken, director of municipal 
athletics, stated this morning that he 
was not certain whether he would be 
able to get away Friday and Saturday 
to attend the meeting of the National 
Amateur Baseball “Federation in Cin- 
cinnati on those days. What’s more, it 
is not at all certain that St. Louis will 
tie up with the organization.

he joins. 


At that, there should be some lively 
doings in Cincinnati, March 10 and Il 
It is the intention of the officials to 
organize amateur baseball on a national 
basis. Secretary Tom Nokes recently 
sent out cireulars to all cities asking 
them for their opinion of ““‘What is an 
amateur baseball player?’’ 

Deciding this question alone will give 
those present a lot of trouble And it is 
the decision they make on this one point 
alone, more than any other, that will de- 
cide whether or not St. Louis is to be- 
come a member of the federation. If 
they decide tne question in a way that 
Abeken favors, there is a chance that 
St. Louis wil! become a member. 

While it is not certain that Si. Louis 
will be represented at the gathering, 
Abeken sent his opinion as to “what is 
an amateur player?’ to Nokes. He 
merely sent-the St Louis definition. 

“! think a player should be eligible 
to compete in municipal athletics after 
he has been away from the professionals 
for a certain lengih of time. For in- 
stance, a professional this year will be 
eligible to our body next season,” said 
Abeken this morning. 

If St. Louis is represented at the meet- 
ing, the Cincinnati officials are going to 
show ’em something which this city, the 
leader in municipal athletics, does nat 
own. This is a club house, built by the city 
for the municipal athletes. This club house 
will be more for the benefit of the amateur 
ball tossers, and is being erected at a cost 
og $25,000. 

This will be one of the principal points 
of interest to be visited by the delegates 
while in Cincinnati.

Gasoline and Kerosene Ignite 
When “Trusty” Lights Match 
in El Paso Building. 


EL PASO, Tex., March 7.-—BEighteen 
men are dead today and several others 
are expected to die as the resylt of an 
explosion yesterday in the disinfeqjion 
bathroom of the city jail. More thag #0 
prisoners were in the bath when jhe 
explosion occurred and nearly all, :f- 
fered serious burns, nine dying wit 
short time. 

Nine others who were taken to 
pitals died during the night. A lighyed 
match ignited the vapors arising ,, n 
the mixture of gasoline, kerosene 
vinegar in which the prisoners, moagly 
Mexicans, were being bathed in cGyn- 
formiiy with the sanitary measures de- 
vised by health authorities to prevent 
the spread of disease from Mexican ar- 
rivals. 

Sheets of flame flashed through the 
entire east wing of the prison and al- - 
most immediately the street fronting the 
jail was filled with shrieking men, en- 
veloped in fire. A fire company housed 
in the jail building extinguished the 
flames. 

The Coroner’s inquest and an investi- 
gation by city officials, ordered for to- 
day, had to do pricipally with state- 
ments made by guards and survivors, 
who declared that the explosion was 
caused by lighting a match by one of 
the prisoners. 

While the investigation was proceed- 
ing On this side of the boundary, civil 
and military authorities at Juarez, op- 
posite here, were prosecuting a search 
for an unidentified Mexican who boarded 
4 street car near the Juarez racetrack 
and shot the motorman, Charles Phelps, 
last night, after a report was spread 
that 200 Mexicans had been thrown in 
jail here and deliberately burned to 
death. Phelps may die. 

Car service between El] Paso and Jua- 
rez, which was suspended last night, 
was resumed today. 

The report that the explosion was the 
result of deliberate intention on the part 
of American officials to kill Mexicans 
was not ‘ong in reaching Juarez. In- 
tense excitement prevailed throughout 
the Mexican town and heavy military 
patrols were ~ent out by Gen. Gabriel 
Gavira, the commandant, to suppress 
disorder. 

Eighteen Americans, all employes of 
the racetrack, were aboard the car at 
the time of the shooting and fled in a 
panic. 

Twelve Americans were among those 
injured in the explosion. H. M. Cross 
of Davenport, Io., v 3 named in a 
statement by H. C. Bagby. a jail 
“trusty,”’ and onc of the men 6n guard 
during the bathing as the man who was 
seen to light the match which Was be- 
lieved to have caused the explosion. 
Cross was one «f the first to die. 


RS. STARBIA FORMER W, U

bird, former assistant professor of En- 
glish an@ later registrar of Washington 
University, who was sent to the Glen 
wood Sanitarium. Glendale, about a year 
ago after a breakdown, has been re- 
ceived in Clayton where his wife lives 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henri 
Chomeau. Starbird died in Chicags 
Marca 3, the funeral taking place from 
the home of his parents at 2701 Clark 

street. 

Before his health broke down Star- 
bird had been connected with Washing- 
ton University about 10 years. While 
there he met Miss Adele Chomeau, 
daughter of one of the oldest and 
wealthiest St. Louis County families, 
who was a student in his classes, and 
married her In France in June, 1913, 

After his return to America he was 
appointed registrar of the University. 
About a year later he was sent to 
Glenwood Sanitarium, and {ft was an- 
nounced he was suffering from paresic. 
His relatives later had him removed to 
Chicago and his wife went back to 
the home of her father. He was @ 
years old.

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STOOKS REFLECT 
STEADY TONE AS 
MARKET CLOSES 


Uncertain Political Outlook Re- 
st.ains Buyers, However; Ex- 
ports Continue Large 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Boreau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 7.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“The financial markets, from force of 
habit if for no other reason, watched 
Verdun and Washington today. No very 
conclusive evidence of the situaticn 
came from either quarter, but the large 
majority in the House which, in the 
first test vote on the ‘armed ship’ res- 
olution, supported the administration's 
wishes, had its due effect. 

“When the news of that vote was rc- 
ceived in the middle of the afternoon, a 
sharp advance ensued, in which the 
well-known investment shares led the 
movement, for the first time in a num- 
ber of days. Wall street itself did not 
assume that the situation in Congress 
was clearly determined by this verdict, 
and it was realized that perhaps the 
crucial test was bound to come later in 
the day. Still, the market's response 
was visible. 

‘During the earlier hour movement 
of price was irregular. Opening with 
no great overnight changes, such activ- 
ity as developed was mostly restricted 
to the industrial shares. These stocks 
rosé and fell alternately, in some cases 
with a good deal of violence. The net 
result varied considerably with different 
shares, though, on the whole, the ten- 
dency seemed to be downward. 

“As might have been imagined, it was 
chiefly professional activities which gov- 
erned the market. Taken as a whole, it 
closed in a state of much irreguiarity 
and confusion, after a fairly busy day. 


Exchange Market Easier. 


“In some respects the most inter- 
esting market of the day was that 
for exchange on Europe. Sterling de- 
clined fractionally to 4.76, the lowest 
in nearly three weeks, and a apparent: 
ly below the New York gol ort 
point, as reckoned under exis ing 
conditions. The rate moved also 
against Paris, but exchange on Ber- 
lin was perhaps the special point of 
weakness, reichsmarks falling today 
to the lowest level since the spec- 
tacular break of Jan. 7, when the 
market's condition was the immedi- 
ate cause for the converted move- 
ment of the reichsbank, under the 
auspices of the German Government, 
to sustain exchange. 

“So far as can been, and in de- 
fault of any announcement by the 
Berlin authorities, as to what finan- 
cial expedients were being adopted 
for the purpose, the plan has failed. 
It would be easier to comment on 
the movement of rates, however, if 
one knew what Berlin had expected 
to accomplish and how it had ex- 
pected to do it. 

Exports Continue Large. 

‘‘Lacking the reports of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce on the weekly foreign 
trade of the United States (suspended 
since Feb. 1 because the department was 
unable to see why anybody should be 
interested in them), there is left, as an 
indication to the trend of things, the 
weekly export figures of the New York 
Custom House. The return for last 
week, publisned today. was in this re- 
spect. interesting, in that it showed ag 
gregate expurt shipments double the 
average weekly outgo of the past three 
weeks, and «he largest since the open- 
ing week of February. Only in erent 
weeks of the war-time period hes t 
57,500,000 ouigo from the _ port deen 
matched, and all of these weeks fall 
between ihe middie of October and 
Feb. 5. 

“Apparently the pressure for export of 
munitions is unrelaxed and is modified 
only by intermittent lack of shipping 
facilities. It is by no means an un- 
reasonable supposition that such pro- 
digious expenditura of ammunition as 
has already occurred in the two weeks’ 
fighting around Verdun, with the pros- 
pect of further artillery engagements 
on the same unheard-of scale, will com- 
pel continuance of the call on producing 
capacity of neutrais as wel! as bellig- 
erents. But the striking fact is that the
